CHAPTER 111.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE SUPERVISORS OF TIIE SEV-
ERAL TOWNSHIPS AFFLICTED BY GRASSHOPPERS TO

DESTRUCTION OF GRASSHOPPERS AND THEIR EGGS.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stute of Minnesota:

SectioN 1. The boards of supervisors of any township
and the common council of any city, village, town or bor-
- ough in the State of Minnesota, affiicted by grasshoppers,
deeming it necessary, and for the best interest of said town-
ship. city, village, town or borough, to levy a tax upon the
taxable property of said township, eity, village, town or bor-
ough, for the purpose of raising money to pay for the destrue-
tion -of grasshoppers and their eggs, are hereby anthorized to
levy such tax. provided the legal voters of such township,
city,-village. town or borough, shall vote to levy the same at
their annual fown meetings. -
